22,  2005  I  hope  to  see  many  of  you  there  I’m  working  on  a  reservation  for 
dinner  that  evening  as  well  The  first  choice  as  recommended  by  the  visitors’ 
bureau  has  gone  by  the  wayside  Still,  we  ll  certainly  find  a  restaurant  in  the 
historic  district  somewhere  More  brochures  are  on  their  way  to  me  now  and  the 
spot  will  be  announced  at  the  meeting 

Directions  to  the  convention  center  are  as  follows  Take  either  the  5*  Street  or 
1st  Capitol  Drive  exit  offl-70  and  follow  the  South  Service  Road  to  the 
convention  center,  which  is  connected  to  the  Embassy  Suites  (and  visible  from 
the  highway)  For  more  detailed  information,  call  the  Greater  St  Charles 
Convention  &  Visitors’  Bureau  at  1-800-366-2427  They  are  friendly  and  very 
helpful,  and  have  a  nice  brochure  for  mailing 

The  town  of  St  Charles  has  an  interesting  history,  being  founded  by  a  small 
group  of  French  Canadian  farmers  and  hunters  in  the  1760s  France  had  ceded 
Louisiana  to  Spain  shortly  before  losing  the  French  and  Indian  Wars  in  1763 
The  village  was  French,  but  was  laid  out  according  to  Spanish  law,  with  one  or 
two  long  streets  paralleling  the  Missouri  River  There  was  no  business  district 
as  the  private  home  served  as  shop,  storefront  or  government  office  as  well  as 
family  residence  Daniel  and  Rebecca  Boone  and  five  of  their  children  came  to 
St  Charles  County  in  1799  Captains  Meriwether  Lewis  and  William  Clark 
were  in  St  Charles  for  five  days  in  May  of  1804  They  continued  on,  up  the 
Missouri  River,  looking  for  a  water  route  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  Both  would  later 
return  to  serve  as  territorial  governors  of  Missouri  Explorer  Lt  Zebulon  M 
Pike,  accompanied  by  5 1  Osage  and  Pawnee  tribesmen,  started  his  exploration 
of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  from  in  St  Charles  in  1 806  Timothy  Flint,  a 
Presbyterian  minister  and  popular  author  from  the  East  coast  moved  to  St 
Charles  in  1816  He  wrote  "there  was  but  one  brick  building  when  1  arrived  but 
by  the  early  twenties  many  fine  brick  building  lined  Main  St.”  Many  of  the 
restored  buildings  date  to  that  time  The  famous  black  mountain  man  James 
Beckwourth  grew  up  in  St  Charles,  as  did  Bill  Sublette  who  became  a 
prosperous  fur  trader  Later,  steamboats,  railroads  and  gold  "in  them  there  hills" 
influenced  life  in  the  town  Rich  in  the  history  of  many  cultures.  St  Charles 
should  be  an  interesting  place  to  visit
